i-oertmeyer talked to him. 


To the coroner Maloney said he 


•was known in the theatrical world 
as 3. R. Willard. He at first insist- 
ed that he was not 
married, but 
later stated he had been married 
three times. 
He married the dead 


woman two years ago at Little Rock. 
Her name was Othello Harriman and 
her father lives at Gushing, Okla. 


Maloney said he was the son of 


"Willard the Wizard," who retired 
from the stage and is now living at 
Sail Antonio, Texas. 


Maloney had been out of work for

While In Mexico b* warned General 


Villa against shooting prisoner* and 
told him the Constitutionalist* were 
making themselves unpopular by that 
uncivilized method of warfare. 
Villa 


said that he was not "cirtUMd" In the 
sense that he would allow those to es- 
cape who fell Into bis hands. 
The 


Constitutionalists do not want inter- 
vention any more than Hnerta. 


"Forced Loana." 


While Villa may not be "civilized." 


he knows something of high financ*. 
He secured "loans" from the banks In 
Juarez when he captured that place to 
the amount of about $175,000. which 
be spent In El Paso buying food and 
clothing for his men. He simply told 
the bankers that they could loan him, 
that money or be would bare them 
taken out and shot They "loaned" it. 
but they wish they had deposited It In 
the banks of El Paso. Villa uses like 
methods In other places. 


What Will Followf 


What can be expected to follow In 


the track of that kind of an uprising? 
What will people do who have been 
held up like that after the army of 
"liberation" has passed on to other 
fields? Even if such an organization 
should capture Mexico and control the 
government there would be a counter 
revolution among those who have been 
despoiled. 


"Villa has the Mexican idea," said 


Senator Catron, explaining that It was 
the Spanish Idea which has been en- 
grafted upon the southern part of^ this 
hemisphere, which Is to kill all "that 
stand In the way of success. He has 
no compunctions about it, has no 
thought as to the rights of Individuals. 
So long as they seem to be Inimical to 
what he wants he has them killed.

Roosevelt did not dare risk the nomi- 
nation of Root on account of his for- 
mer corporation law practice."

Cot Off the "Mr."

Making Steel Pen*. 


Briefly described, steel pens are made 


as follov.'s: First the steel is rolled into 
big sheets and then cut into strips 
about three inches in width. The strips 
are heated to a bright red and are then 
allowed to cool gradually, which tem- 
pers them. They are next rolled to the 
necessary thinness and are cut into 
blank flat pens, and tbe pens while 
flat are usually stamped with tbe brand 
or the name of the manufacturer. To 
shape the pens is the next process. 
The rounding makes them hold the ink 
and distribute it more evenly than 
could be done If they were flat To 
harden them they are heated to a cher- 
dy red and then suddenly cooled. This 
not only hardens them, but makes them 
elastic. Tbe polishing, pointing and 
finishing come next, and then they are 
ready for use. The little holes in the 
pens at the end of the slits serve to 
make them more elastic aud to facili- 
tate the flow of tbe Ink. 


Washing While Traveling.

In the "Art of Travel" he re- 
marks that "there, is no denying the 
fact though it be not agreeable to 
confess it, that dirt and grease are 
great protectors of the skin against 
inclement weather and that therefore 
the leader of au exploring party should 
not be too exacting about the appear- 
ance of his less warmly clad followers.

plate and polished plate, we find pol-j 
ished plate tbe stronger. This is per- •• 
haps to be attributed to tbe fact that! 
all these very fine surface hair cracks i 
are polished out. These only go into 
the glass to a certain deptb. and when 
they are ail or nearly all polished and 
ground off there is less chance for i 
some of them to form tbe ba»Is of a!

According to Professor W. M. Thorn- 


ton of Armstrong college, globular 
ligrbtning descends slowly from

loud, generally after a violent clap of 
thunder, iu the form of a brilliant 
Muish ball. It bounds from the earth 
when it touches and then moves off a 
few yards horizontally. These balls 
readily foHow an electric conductor— 
:i gas pipe, for instance —and burst 
when they touch water or sometimes 
in the open air. The ball then disap- 
pears instantaneously with a violent 
explosion, which may do damage and 
which produces a strong smell of 
ozone.

will be a mere formality while hearts 
are still In rebellion. But a careful 
reading notes tbe fact that these acts 
•will be to tbe glory of God. Further, 
•we find our text quoted in the New 
Testament with the assurance that ev- 
ery knee and every tongue will include 
those In Heaven as' well as those on 
earth. (Phllipplans 2:10. 11.) In other 
words, the glory of Jesus and tbe great 
work which, as tbe Father's Repre- 
sentative. He will yet accomplish, will 
bring Him fame, glory and homage 
amongst angels and men. 
i Tbe question arises. When will this 
be. and how will it be brought about? 
Kearly nineteen centuries have passed 
since Jesus came ID to the world to 
be man's Redeemer, and as yet com- 
paratively few knees bow and few 
tongues .confess, on earth, to tbe glory 
of Ood. although we do know that 
Jesas has already been highly exalted 
!n tbe Heavens. The Father's pro- 
phetic statement has already been 
fn!filled. "I>t all the angels of God 
do Him homage."—Hebrews 1:6. 
Sufferings First and Glory Afterward. 
. Human theorizing has led us In tbe 
past Into grievous misunderstanding 
of tbe Divine Word and Plan. It seem* 
necessary for tbe people of 'God to first 
realize tu some extent the confusion 
and error into which we unwittingly 
drifted and to feel heartily ashamed 
of our unreasonable conclusions—hn- 
Kinri creeds. 
Many are now reaching 


the place whe: e in anguish of heart tbe 
cry coes up for the Bread of life and 
the Water of Life—the Truth—the cor- 
wt understanding of God's Word. 
Some have'already reached this con- 
dition, and others are gradually com- 
ing to it. But alas, still others, caught 
In t!ie Miare of the Adversary, have 
h::d their faith dashed to pieces upon 
the rocks of Higher Criticism and 
Evolution. 


The central teaching of tbe Bible Is 


thst the death of Jesus was necessary 
as man's redemption-price. 
This to 


clearly set fortuity Jesus and the 
'Apostles, as it was previously shown 
In the tvpes of tbe Law. that "-without 
the shedding of Wood there Is no re- 
mission of sins." 
The worldly-wise 


scuff r.t tbe thought that the shedding 
of tiood Is necessary to man's for- 
givnuess and the rolling away of tbe 
curse. 


Bnt perhaps some of onr objections 


hnve been illogical, for many have not 
stoppc-d to think that the phrase, 
"fhr-flding of blood." is merely an- 
other wny of saying a sacrificial 
dfath. 


Then. too. our minds were prejudiced 
by t'.ie unreasonable theories of the 
past, which claimed that tbe death of 
tbe Crentor was n»ressary for the can- 
e-elation of the sins of His creatures. 
But the Bible presents ao siu-b illog- 
Ic-:!l statement. It assures us that the 
penalty upon our race was neither 
eternal torture nor purgatorial s;iffer- 
liis;. 5mt "Dying, thon shalt die": that 
this sentence of death w:is placed 
upon Father Adam, and by pro^e-** of 
heredity came down through six thou- 
sand years to us—his legacy of evil.

Thu* God prepared the way 
fur redemption—that -as by • man 
casM death, by • BM* *JM nhovM 
tome tbe leeuiiectlon of the dead; Mr 
as all In Adam die. *T*B so all In 
Christ shall be made alive—every n 
in his own order**—the Church being 
of tbe first order, or resurrection.'! 
Corinthian* 15:21-23. 


Nat th* Father, but th* Sen, Di*d. 
When we get rid of the foolish. un> 


scriptural idea that Jesua was HI* 
•wn father, we can understand tbe 
facts. 


The Heavenly Father did not die for 


mau's sin. nor did He compel His Son 
to die for us. On the contrary, tbe 
Scriptures assure us that He presented 
tbe matter to the Sou, aud that tbe lat- 
ter voluntarily carried out tbe work. 
Nor was this contract without reward. 
For the joy set before Him our Lord 
endured tbe cross, despising the shame, 
ami is now glorified at the right hand 
of the Heavenly Father. (Hebrews 
122.) Tbe Logos was created a spirit 
being—not a man, a human being— 
and could not be man'a Redeemer ex- 
cept by leaving His glorious spirit 
plane and becoming a man—"the Man 
Christ Jesus, who gave Himself a Han- 
som for alL"—1 Timothy 2:5. ft 


In the past we have been too care- 


less In our study of the Bible. Now we 
see that tbe word Itausom. untilutron 
In tbe Greek, signifies a corresponding 
price. And this is what was necessary 
for man's redemption, and what Jesua 
provided. As bulls and goats could not 
be a corresponding price because of in- 
feriority to man, so an angel, or even 
the glorious Logos Himself, could not 
have ransomed man. could not be a 
corresponding price, because not on the 
same plane of being. Thus the Scrip- 
tures explain that it was necessary for 
tbe Logos to become a perfect man in 
order to effect the ransom of Father 
Adam, giving a corresponding price 
for bis humat). life. How simple It all 
is when we accept^the plain statements 
of God's Word! 


Knowing that tbe Scriptures tell that 


God has provided redemption for tbe 
whole world in Christ, Christian people 
have been trying to make themselves 
believe that tbe entire world has been 
blessed through Christ ever since He 
died, "the. Just for the unjust." Some 
even go so far as to imagine that in 
some way or other He must have ac- 
complished some blessing of the mil- 
lions who died during tbe four thou- 
sand years before He tasted death for 
every man. 


How foolish we were in trying thus 


to deceive ourselves! 
Plain honesty 


would have helped us all a great deal. 
We should have said. It Is plain enough 
that the millions of the four thousand 
years before Christ died got no bless- 
ing through Him; and that the masses 
of humanity, including the hundreds 
of millions of heathen, during the nine- 
teen centuries since He died have re- 
ceived no blessing from Him. lu hon- 
esty we must confess that none except 
tbe Church class have yet received u 
blessing from tbe hands of Jesus. 


After making this candid admission, 


we should have looked more carefully 
into the Bible for an explanation, and 
no doubt we would the sooner have 
become enlightened: but. deluding our- 
selves and claiming that all mankind 
are having a fair trial, we have In- 
creased our darkness. Dishonesty Is 
never advantageous. It is especially 
disadvantageous when exercised along 
tbe lines of religion. Now, as we be- 
come more honest with ourselves and 
the facts, the darkness begins to flee 
away; and the true teaching of the 
Bible begins to shine out luminously.

St Paul draws onr attention to tbe 


fact that God proffered certain great 
blessings to the Jewish people In their 
Law Covenant, which they were un- 
able to acquire because of inherited 
weaknesses common to mankind. 
He 


tells us that when Jesus came. Israel's 
testing came: and that in rejecting 
Him they rejected the chiefest of 
God's blessings, but did not cut them- 
selves off entirely from His favor: for 
God's gifts and calling to Israel have
